W ith the holdiay season 
in 
full 
swing, 
many 
organizations 
take 
the 
opportunity to appeal to 
the public’s good will and 
generosity 
of 
spirit 
to 
solicit contributions, 
M any times this is done 
by sending goods through 
the 
mail 
and 
requesting 
that tin* recipient make a 
donation to the organiza- 
t ion. 
Most often, these direct 
mail 
solicitations 
come 
from well-known, respected 
charitable 
organizations 
that perform a worthwhile' 
service. 
Somet imes, 
however, 
they come from businesses 
which specialize in proving 
on people’s sym pathy for a 
cuase 
that 
may 
be 
of 
dubious value, or one that 
produces little income tor 
the chanty it purports to 
represent 
M any recipients of un­ 
ordered merchandise won­ 
der, “ Do I have to pay for 
this item if I use it, or am 
I required to return it if I 
don't want it? ’ 
The answer is no 
There 
are both state and federal 
laws 
that 
now protect 
recipients 
of 
un­ 
ordered merchandise 
According 
to a 
law 
passed in 
Texas 
in 1969, 
people who receive unsoli­ 
cited merchandise have no 


obligation either to pay for 
it or to return it, unless 
the merchandise was sent 
accidentally, lf that hap­ 
pens. 
the 
burden 
of 
proving 
a 
bona 
fide 
accidental error in delivery 
is upon the sender. 
In addition, the Federal 
Postal Reorganization Act, 
which became effective in 
July, 1971, 
provides 
v ir­ 
tually the same protection. 
Most of us are fam iliar 
with the traditional C h rist­ 
mas seals sent out by the 
Am erican 
Tuberculosis 
and 
Respiratory 
Disease 
Association, 
and 
with 
other responsible charities 
that 
conduct 
direct 
mail 
programs. W e are award 
of the good work they do, 
the 
research 
and 
educa­ 
tional programs they spon­ 
sor. 
Most of these reputable 
organizations 
are 
bere 
careful to stress that the 
items they send are gifts 
and that the recipient 
is 
under no obligation w hat­ 
soever to send a donation. 
Put unfortunately, there 
are 
some 
organizations 
that trade upon the desire 
to help the needy or less 
fortunate. 
These groups may inply 


that the merchandise thev 
send has been produced by 
the handicapped, the aged, 
or bv members of a certain 


m inority 
group, 
or 
that 
sale 
of 
the 
item 
will 
benefit such people when 
in fact only a few such 
persons have been associ­ 
ated with the organization 
or will be helped b y it. 
These same groups may 
send 
merchandise 
along 
with a letter that implies 
the receipent should pay 
for 
the goods 
or 
return 
them. 
Or 
perhaps 
they 
simply fail to state that 
the recipient is under no 
obligation 
to pay 
for or 
return tho item. 
Father tactic m ay cause 
persons 
unsure 
of 
their 
legal obligations to pay for 
merchandise 
they 
don’r 
want, 
don’t 
need 
and 
haven t ordered. 
Sometimes most of the 
money 
received 
by 
such 
organizations goes to the 
m anufacturer of the item 
or is spent on operational 
expenses, leaving 
univ 
a 
very small percentage for 
the 
charity 
supposedly 
being helped. 
Items 
that 
are 
often 
mailed out at this time of 
year 
include 
greeting 
cards, neckties, pins, v a ri­ 
ous types fit buttons, key 
rings, 
handkerchieves, 
name and address labels,
